Soma planta-
tiona mark thelr amoked sneets In length-
wige bands or narrow ridges, A few have
very elaborate patterns, which give the
sheet almost the surface of a woven fab-
rie. These patterns are well-known In
the markets, and carry any apeclal réepu-
tatlon that a plantation may have. The
importance attached to this branding is
shown by the experience of the "High-
lands and Lowlands'” plantation sheets,
which are ablo to commnand a premium of
two or three cents u potnd in the market.
Another plantation trled to “swipe” the
reputation of these sheots by Imitating
the roller pattern, and the growers of the
preferred sheets linally had to protect
themeelves by stamping the name “High-
lands and Lowlands'" all over thelr sheets,
THE "CEYLON BISCUIT."

The best plantation amoked shcets are
considered as good as *‘up-rlver Para."
From Ceylon there comes another form of
rubbor gheet that I3 Known as ‘‘Ceylon
blgeuit.” These blscults are clreular pats
of rabber, an eighth of an inch or less
in thickness, and about eight inches in
diameter, Some of these clreular sheets,
light yellow In color, and of n crepy sur-
aee, dre consldersd of especially fine
quality,

How far the price of rubber will fall, an
the result of an incrensed plantation pro-
duction, will be a mnatter of acute Inter-
edal for some vears to come, The limit will
bo reached when the profits from the
plantations are reduced to the lowest mc-
ceptable profit, I tho predictions of somqe
eoonomists are true, thizs itmit may be
reachod with about 10 per cept, It s a
mitter of perhaps =some future Interost
that ruber plantations of the custillon
tree, in Mexico, have put a good grade
of rublier Into the market. Betweot
"watehful walting™ and the Malay comupe-
titian, however, there docs not wéem to be
much Immedinte prospect that Mexican
rubher s to play a large part in the
mnrket,
